East Jordan police chief resigns

East Jordan Chief of Police John 
Imeson will become a private citizen as 
of Oct. 29. He is resigning his position 
to take a job with an area private inves- 
tigation firm. 

Imeson said his three-year experi- 
ence in East Jordan has been very good. 
He is leaving as a career change, not 
because of job dissatisfaction. 

Imeson feels especially positive about. 
the officers he has worked with, both in 
the East Jordan department and area 


agencies. 
“It’s been really good, working with 
the great people here, ” said Imeson. 


Hecited as achievements some of the 
investigative work the department did 
under his leadership, especially the 
grave robbery investigation in the sum- 
mer of 1992, 

“We cracked some cases and put some

bad guys in jail,” Imeson said with 
pride. 

Imeson plans to continue living in the 
community with his family. He and his 
wife Rhonda are looking forward to the 
less stressful civilian lifestyle. 

The resignation came as a surprise to 


city council. They accepted Imeson’s 
decision with regrets at the Oct. 5 regu- 
lar meeting. 

“This is a wonderful opportunity for 
him. I really wish him well,” said Pub- 
lic Safety committee chair Ruth Gee. 

The city council will be conducting a 
search for Imeson’s replacement. After 
directing a lengthy hiring process only 
three years ago, the council is seeking 
to expedite the procedure somewhat. 

Inthe previous search, the city adver- 
tised in police magazines and depart- 
ments as well as newspapers across 
several states. 

Through the Michigan Municipal 
League, approximately fifty candidates 
were tested and finally nine were se- 
lected to be interviewed. 

Imeson was selected from a final three 
candidates, The city council will begin 
their search by contacting the other two 
finalists to see if there is still any inter- 
est. 


“We had some really good candi- 
dates when we chose John,” said Mayor 
Russ Peck. He is hoping a choice can be 
made in less than the three months the 
last process took. 

The council will not settle for a poor 
candidate just to expedite the process 
though, assured Gee. 

The council has not yet made a deci- 
sion on what will happen if a replace- 
ment cannot be named before Imeson’s 
departure. 

Three years ago the most senior po- 
lice officer served as interim chief. 

In the meantime, Imeson is working 
hard to have everything ready and in 
order so the new chief can “hit the 
ground running.” He noted how much 
he appreciated his predecessor doing 
the same for him. 

“I’m sorry to see him go,” said police 
department office clerk Jacqueline 
Ream, speaking for many. “I hope the 
next one is as nice as him.”

School must be tobacco-free 


All public school districts, including the Central 
Lake School District, are tobacco-free as of Sept. 1, as 
mandated by Public Act 140 of 1993. This law was 
enacted to protect children, school employees, and 
visitors from the dangerous effects of second-hand 
smoke. 

The Tobacco-Free Schools Act bans the use of 
tobacco products at all times in all buildings owned or 
operated by school districts. Additionally, the law 
bans the use of tobacco products on school grounds, 
except during weekends, on holidays, and after 6 p.m. 
on school days. 

This law is to be enforced by local police depart- 
ments, and infractions carry a fine of $50.

Snowmobile Trail Proposal 

Charlevoix County Snowmobile Council president 
Mike Dionne presented a proposal for a new route 
from the Jordan Valley snowmobile trail into East 
Jordan. 

The CCSC recently lost a lease across private land 
that brought the trail into the city near the Rainbow 
Bar. 


The proposed route will link the rail via Fourth 


Street near the Marathon station. The CCSC has 
reached an agreement with property owners Bumette 
Foods. 

“It’s probably more appropriate that we bring the 
snowmobilers out by the gas station rather than the 
bar, anyway,” said Dionne. 

The council issued intent to accept the proposal and 
will hold a public hearing before adopting the new 
trail in resolution form. 

Dionne was concemed about the time frame, but 
was assured the process will be completed within the 
next few weeks. 

“We just want to have some time to prepare the trail 
before we’re waist-deep in snow,” said Dionne. 


Cable Regulation Ordinance 

At a special meeting Sept. 24, the city council 
adopted an ordinance to allow participation in cable 
regulation. 

The Cable Act of 1992 has given municipalities the 
authority to act to control rates in the case that only 
one cable company is operating in the vicinity. 

If the municipality believes that the controlling 
cable system is charging unreasonable rates because 
of lack of competition, the municipality may file a 
complaint against the company with the FCC. 


Sewer Rate Increase 

A resolution to adopt amendments to the sewer use 
ordinance, which included increases in usage and 
hook-up fees was also adopted at the Sept. 24 special 
meeting. 

The increase was necessary because the 1992/93 
audit showed a large decline in the sewer fund cash 
balance. The city could face a $62,000 deficit without 
the increase. 

A survey of 13 area community sewer charges was 
conducted by city clerk Kathy O’Rear. The rate 
increase will change East Jordan’s position from 
seventh to fourth in sewage costs per capita. 

The DPW and Ways and Means committees chose 
an 11.5 percent increase as recommended by O’Rear. 
The average residential bill will increase from $33.92 
to $37.82. . 

Hook-up fees will also increase. A tap fee for 
properties that have paid a special assessment during 
sewer construction will be $400. 

For properties that have not paid the assessment, 
$800 will be charged for hook-up. 

The new fees will go into effect Oct. 15.

AAA to teach fire safety 


By far, more children under 10 perished in Michi- 
gan fires last year than any other age group, a tragic 
Statistic confronted by AAA Michigan as it gears up 
for yet another season of school fire safety programs. 

In conjunction with national Fire Prevention Week, 
Oct. 3-9, the Fire Marshal’s Division of the Michigan 
State Police reports that of 218 state fire victims in 
1992, 48 were children under 10. The next closest 
bracket was 22 each in the 20 to 29 and 30 to 39 age 
groups. 

“The tragedy is that many of these children could 
have been spared with the proper installation of smoke 
detectors, a rehearsed escape plan from a buming 
home and window bars that can be released during 
emergencies,” said Jerry Basch, AAA Michigan Com- 
maunity Safety Services manager. | 

To help reduce the number of child victims, AAA 
Michigan again this year will conduct between 250 
and 300 school safety programs reaching some 90,000 
kindergarten through sixth grade students statewide. 

The instructional sessions by AAA Michigan safety 
consultants feature a smoke chamber demonstration 


to teach youngsters how to react to sounding smoke 


detectors, along with other exhibits, fire safety bro-

After the first showing, one of the orthodox mem- 
bers loaned his derby hat which was passed to raise 
money for Israel. The hat came back full of silver 
dollars. A short question and answer session followed 
and we ran through the slides, with Golda answering 
questions again. The hat was passed time and time 


- again until my three hours were up. 


It was 10 p.m. and my date was waiting at a friends 
apartment at Seven Mile and Woodward. I sidled 
Golda and told her my time was up and I had to go. 

She grabbed up the microphone and said, “We are 
keeping this poor operator from an appointment. Pass 
the hat once for him.” We rantwo more shows and I'll 
bet she collected over $2,000 for the new State of 
Israel that night. 

Golda went on across America raising money and 
we all know she later served as the Prime Minister of 
Israe]. I have noted that the higher up a person is in 
life, on the average, the more gracious they are in their 
treatment of the “‘peons.” 

Feeling creative, I tried to buy the derby hat that had 
served so well during the slide show collection, but 
the old gent wasn’t interested. I had some explaining 
to do at the party, but the sack of silver dollars proved 
my story was true.
